Under  the 
settlement  agreement,  the  City  will  accept  from  the  Claimants  quitclaim  deeds  conveying  to 
the  City  their  interests  in  the  property.  The  City  shall  then  convey  an  easement  to  each  of  the 
Claimants  to  use  the  property  adjacent  to  their  properties  until  such  events  occur  as  set  forth 
in  the  Grant  of  Easement. 

Section  2.  In  accordance  v^ith  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  and  the  Director  of  Property,  ttie  Board  of  Supen.'isors  hereby  authorizes  the 
Director  of  Property  to  accept  the  quitclaim  deeds. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further  authohzes  the  Director  of  Property 
to  execute  the  grants  of  easement  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to 
convey  the  City's  interests  according  to  the  terms  of  the  settlement  agreements,  copies  of 
which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    990248  .

^  duty  premium.  Payment  of  this  premium  shall  be  made  for  actual  hours  worked. 

^  (3)      Alternate  Work  Schedule 

^  The  Appointing  Officer  may  enter  into  cost  equivalent  alternate  work  schedules 

^  for  some  or  all  employees.  Such  alternate  work  schedules  may  include,  but  are 

^  not  limited  to,  core  hours  flex-time;  full-time  work  weeks  of  less  than  five  (5) 

^  days;  or  a  combination  of  features  mutually  agreeable  to  the  parties;  Such 

®  changes  in  the  work  schedule  shall  not  alter  the  basis  for,  nor  entitlement  to, 

^  receiving  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  those  provided  to  employees  on  five

An  employee  who  is  granted  a  leave  while  serving  a  probationary  period  shall  have  such 
probationary  period  extended  by  the  period  of  such  leave  in  order  to  complete  the  required  period 
of  service. 

Section  13.  Seniority 

In  the  event  of  layoffs,  the  employee  in  the  class  with  the  least  Civil  Service  seniority  within  that 
employee's  department  shall  be  laid  off.  Bumping  rights  shall  be  limited  to  the  employee's 
current  department. 

Section  14.  Overtime  Compensation 

(1)  The  Appointing  Officer  may  require  employees  to  work  longer  than  the  regular 
work  day  or  the  regular  work  week.  Any  time  worked  by  an  employee  with 
proper  authorization,  exclusive  of  part-time  employees,  in  excess  of  forty  (40) 
hours  actually  worked  during  a  regular  work  week  shall  be  designated  as  overtime 
and  shall  be  compensated  at  one-and-one-half  times  the  base  hourly  rate.  For  the 
purposes  of  calculating  overtime  compensation,  an  employee's  base  hourly  rate 
may  include  certain  premiums  for  those  hours  actually  worked  at  the  premium 
rate. 

(2)  Employees  working  in  classifications  that  are  designated  as  having  a  regular  work 
week  of  less  than  forty  (40)  hours  shall  not  be  entitled  to  overtime  compensation 
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for  work  perfomied  in  excess  of  said  specified  regular  hours  until  they  exceed 
forty  (40)  hours  per  week.  Overtime  shall  be  calculated  and  paid  on  the  basis  of

1^  (4)      Employees  not  exempted  from  the  FLSA  who  are  required  to  work  overtime  shall 

15  be  paid  at  a  rate  of  one  and  one-half  times  their  regular  base  rate.  An  employee 

1^  may  elect  to  accrue  CTO  in  lieu  of  overtime,  provided  that  the  Appointing  Officer

20  Section  15.  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act 

21  To  the  extent  that  this  ordinance  fails  to  afford  employees  the  overtime  or  compensatory  time  off 

22  benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act,  this  ordinance  authorizes 
23 
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and  directs  all  City  Departments  to  ensure  that  their  employees  receive,  at  a  minimum,  such  Fair

Section  16.  Standby  Pay  and  Pager  Pay 

Employees  who,  as  part  of  the  duties  of  their  positions  are  required  by  the  Appointing  Officer  to 
standby  when  normally  off  duty  to  be  instantly  available  on  call  for  immediate  emergency 
service  for  the  performance  of  their  regular  duties,  shall  be  paid  25  percent  of  their  regular 
straight  time  rate  of  pay  for  the  period  of  such  standby  service,  except  that  employees  shall  be 
paid  ten  (10)  percent  of  their  regular  straight  time  rate  of  pay  for  the  period  of  such  standby 
service  when  outfitted  by  the  department  v^th  an  electronic  paging  device.  When  such 
employees  are  called  to  perform  their  regular  duties  in  emergencies  during  the  period  of  such 
standby  service,  they  shall  be  paid  while  engaged  in  such  emergency  service  the  usual  rate  of  pay 
for  such  service. 

The  provisions  authorizing  standby  pay  do  not  apply  to  classifications  designated  by  a  "Z" 
symbol  and  which  would  qualify  for  designation  as  executive  under  the  duties  test  provisions  of 
the  Federal  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act. 

Section  17.  Call  Back 

Employees  (except  those  at  remote  locations  where  City  supplied  housing  has  been  offered,  or 
who  are  otherwise  being  compensated)  who  are  called  back  to  their  work  locations  following  the 
completion  of  his/her  work  day  and  departure  from  his/her  place  of  employment,  shall  be  paid  at

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the  applicable  rate  for  all  hours  actually  worked.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  employees  who 

^  are  called  back  to  duty  when  on  stand-by  status.

The  City  shall  accommodate  religious  belief  or  observance  of  employees  as  required  by  law. 
Three  additional  floating  days  off  to  be  taken  on  days  selected  by  the  employee  subject  to  prior 
scheduling  approval  of  the  appointing  officer.  Employees  (both  full-time  and  part-time)  must 
complete  six  (6)  months  continuous  service  to  establish  initial  eligibility  for  the  floating  days  off 
Employees  hired  on  an  as-needed,  intermittent  or  seasonal  basis  shall  not  receive  the  additional 
floating  days  off  Floating  days  off  may  not  be  carried  forward  from  one  fiscal  year  to  the  next.

Employees  who  have  established  initial  eligibility  for  floating  days  off  and  subsequently  separate 
from  City  employment,  may  at  the  sole  discretion  of  the  appointing  authority,  be  granted  those 
floating  day(s)  off  to  which  the  separating  employee  was  eligible  and  had  not  yet  taken  off 
In  addition,  any  day  declared  to  be  a  holiday  by  proclamation  of  the  Mayor  after  such  day  has 
heretofore  been  declared  a  holiday  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  California  or  the  President  of 
the  United  States. 

For  those  employees  assigned  to  a  work  week  of  Monday  through  Friday,  and  in  the  event  a  legal 
holiday  falls  on  Saturday,  the  preceding  Friday  shall  be  observed  as  a  holiday;  provided, 
however,  that  except  where  the  Governor  declares  that  such  preceding  Friday  shall  be  a  legal 
holiday,  each  department  head  shall  make  provision  for  the  staffing  of  public  offices  under 
his/her  jurisdiction  on  such  preceding  Friday  so  that  said  public  offices  may  serve  the  public  as 
provided  in  Section  7.702  of  the  Charter.  Those  employees  who  work  on  a  Friday  which  is 
observed  as  a  holiday  in  lieu  of  a  holiday  falling  on  Saturday  shall  be  allowed  a  day  off  in  lieu 
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thereof  as  scheduled  by  the  appointing  officer  in  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  City  shall  provide 
one  week's  advance  notice  to  employees  scheduled  to  work  on  the  observed  holiday,  except  in

Unrepresented  employees  shall  be  on  paid  status  when  assigned  to  attend  required  educational 
programs  scheduled  during  normal  working  hours. 

Section  34.  Life  Insurance

AMENDING  CHAPTER  16  OF  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE  CODE  BY  ADDING  A  NEW  ARTICLE 
XIID  TO  PROHIBIT  FALSE  ENDORSEMENTS  ON  CAMPAIGN  LITERATURE 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Section  1.  Chapter  16  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  Article  XIID,  Sections  16.550  to  16.555  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  16.550.  Purpose.  Campaign  literature  that  falsely  represents  the  endorsement 
of  current  and  former  public  officials,  candidates,  political  clubs,  and  organizations  has  been 
distributed  in  recent  local  elections.  These  false  representations  undermine  the  integrity  of 
the  electoral  process  by  misleading  and  confusing  voters  about  the  actual  support  for,  or 
opposition  to,  candidates  or  ballot  measures.  It  is  too  burdensome  for  individual  voters, 
inundated  with  campaign  messages,  to  verify  the  accuracy  of  such  claims  and  for  persons 
whose  positions  are  misrepresented  to  correct  the  misrepresentations.  Prohibiting  knowingly 
false  representations  in  campaign  literature  during  the  limited  period  when  effectively 
responding  to  them  is  most  difficult  will  serve  the  City's  paramount  interest  in  ensuring  the 
integrity  of  the  electoral  process. 

SEC.  16.551.  Definitions.  For  purposes  of  this  article,  the  following  definitions  apply: 

(A)  Campaign  literature.  The  term  "campaign  literature"  includes  but  is  not  limited  to 
any  flyer,  doorhanger,  pamphlet,  brochure,  card,  billboard,  or  advertisement  urging  support 
for  or  opposition  to  one  or  more  candidates  or  ballot  measures.  The  term  "campaign 
literature"  does  not  include  bumper  stickers,  pins,  stickers,  hat  bands,  badges,  ribbons  and 
other  similar  campaign  memorabilia. 

(B)  Candidate.  The  term  "candidate"  has  the  same  meaning  as  in  section  16.503(a)  of

AMENDING  ARTICLE  12-B  OF  PART  III  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  MUNICIPAL  CODE 
(REVENUE  AND  FINANCE  BUSINESS  REGULATIONS)  BY  AMENDING  SECTION  1009

THERETO,  PERMITTING  THE  TAX  COLLECTOR  TO  INSPECT,  EXAMINE  AND  COPY  THE 
RECORDS  OF  TAXPAYERS.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1.  Article  6  of  Part  III  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  is  hereby  amended 

by  amending  Section  6.4-1 ,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.4-1.  RECORDS;  INVESTIGATION;  SUBPOENAS,  (a)  Every  taxpayer  shall 

keep  and  preserve  such  records  for  a  period  of  seven  years  as  may  be  necessary  to 

determine  the  amount  of  tax  for  which  he  or  she  may  be  liable,  including  all  local,  State  and 

federal  tax  returns  of  any  kind.  The  Tax  Collector  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect,  examine  and 

copy  such  records  at  any  time  during  normal  business  hours.  Refusal  to  allow  full  inspection, 

examination  or  copying  of  such  records  shall  subject  the  taxpayer  to  the  penalties  authorized 

under  Section  6.17-3.  Where  the  taxpayer  does  not  have  the  necessary  records  to  determine 

liability  under  the  Municipal  Code  or  fails  to  produce  such  records  in  a  timely  fashion,  the  Tax 

Collector  may  determine  the  taxpayer's  liability  based  upon  any  information  in  the  Tax 

Collector's  possession  or  that  may  come  into  the  Tax  Collector's  possession. 

(b)     The  Tax  Collector  may  order  any  persons,  whether  as  taxpayers,  supposed 

taxpayers  or  witnesses,  to  produce  for  inspection,  examination  and  copying  at  the  Tax 

Collector's  office  all  books,  papers  and  records  which  the  Tax  Collector  believes  may  have 

relevance  to  enforcing  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  the  Municipal  Code,  and 

may  also  order  the  attendance  before  the  Tax  Collector  of  all  persons,  whether  as  taxpayers 
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supposed  taxpayers  or  witnesses,  whom  the  Tax  Collector  believes  may  have  any  knowledge 
thereof.  The  Tax  Collector  may  issue,  and  serve,  subpoenas  to  carry  out  these  provisions.  As 
an  alternative  to  production  at  the  Tax  Collector's  office,  the  Tax  Collector  may  agree  to 
inspect,  examine  and  copv  the  requested  books,  papers  and  records  at  the  taxpayer's  place 
of  business  or  some  other  mutually  acceptable  location,  and  may  require  the  taxpayer  to 
reimburse  the  City  for  the  Tax  Collector's  ordinary  and  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the 
inspection,  examination  and  copying  of  such  books,  papers  and  records,  including  food, 
lodging,  transportation  and  other  related  items,  as  appropriate.

applicable  federal.  State  and  local  laws  and  regulations  intended  to  provide  equal 
accessibility  for  persons  with  disabilities  ("Disabilities  Laws"),  subject  to  the  limitations 
below. 

Neither  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  nor  Manager  will  indemnify  nor 
hold  harmless  any  [licensee-permittee-other]  against,  and  the  [licensee-pennittee- 
other]  shall  be  solely  responsible  for,  any  liability,  claim,  fine,  penalty  or  attorney's  fees 
arising  from  any  failure  by  [licensee-permittee-other]  to  comply  with  any  requirement  of 
the  Disabilities  Laws  relating  to  the  non-permanent  accessibility  requirements  of  the 
Act,  including  but  not  limited  to  seating  arrangement,  auxiliary  aids,  set-up  or 
organization  by  any  exhibitor,  decorator,  agent  or  other  representative  of  the  [licensee- 
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permittee-other]  of  any  meeting  room,  display,  exhibit,  presentation  or  concession  or 
for  any  liability,  claim,  fine,  penalty  or  attorney's  fees  other  than  those  arising  solely 
from  any  failure  of  the  physical  structures,  permanent  facilities  or  permanent  building 
access  of  the  San  Francisco  Convention  Facilities  to  comply  with  the  Disabilities  Laws;

AMENDING  ARTICLE  6  OF  PART  III  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  MUNICIPAL  CODE 
(REVENUE  AND  FINANCE/BUSINESS  REGULATIONS)  BY  AMENDING  SECTION  6  9-7 
THERETO,  PROVIDING  THAT  PARTIAL  PAYMENTS  SHALL  BE  APPLIED  FIRST  TO 
INTEREST,  PENALTIES  AND  COSTS  FOR  THAT  YEAR,  AND  THE  BALANCE,  IF  ANY, 
SHALL  BE  APPLIED  TO  TAXES  DUE  FOR  THAT  YEAR. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  1.  Article  6  of  Part  III  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  is  hereby  amended 
by  amending  Section  6.9-7,  to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  6.9-7.  PARTIAL  PAYMENTS.  Where  a  taxpayer  owes  payments  for  prior  years, 
the  Tax  Collector  may  accept  partial  payments.  The  difference  between  the  amount  paid  by 
the  taxpayer  and  the  total  amount  due  shall  be  treated  as  a  delinquent  tax  and  shall  be 
subject  to  failure  to  pay  penalties  on  the  unpaid  balance  pursuanc  to  Section  6.17-1 

Unless  the  taxpayer  specifies  othenwise,  the  partial  payments  shall  be  applied  to  the 
oldest  year's  deficiency,  first  to  ((penalties,))  interest,  penalties  and  costs  for  that  year,  and 
the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  taxes  due  for  that  year.  Any  remaining  portion  of 
the  payment  shall  then  be  applied  to  the  next  oldest  year's  deficiency  in  the  same  manner 
and  order.

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The  taxpayer  may  specify  that  the  partial  payment  be  applied  to  a  tax  year  other  than 
the  oldest,  but  the  order  of  payment  between  ((penalties,))  interest,  penalties,  costs,  and 
taxes  due  shall  remain  the  same.
